The Philadelphia Inquirer of July 9i 1971 carried a story stating 
that in an executive order signed on July 2 by President Nixon, the 
"Subversives Control Board" was given new and broader powers, including 
the power to "determine whether any organization is totalitarian, 
Fascist, Communist, subversive," or advocates the use of violence. 

I would appreciate a copy of that executive order plus any press 
releases which accompanied it. I believe I am entitled to this infor- 
mation under the law. 

The article to which I have referred mentioned legislation sent to 
Congress by the Attorney General to rename the panel the "Federal 
Internal Security Board" and give it increased subpena and contempt 
powers. Also quoted were related letters sent to Caxl Albert and 
Vice President Agnew. I would also appreciate a copy of the 
legislation and the two letters.
